Mayor Convinced
Mayor Shea said he is con­ 

vinced, that the new Catholic 
hospital and the enlarged Tor­ 
rahce Memorial Hospital, plus 
the contemplated enlargement 
of Harbor General Hospital, 
will provide sufficient beds to 
meet the hospilalization needs 
of the area at thla time.

"As long as wi have this 
private interest and private 
capital ready and willing to 
provide a hospital of the high­ 
est medical standards," he de­ 
clared, "I feel that we must all 
support this free-enterprise 
endeavor. We will be assured 
in this way of adequate hos- 
pitalization without any addi­ 
tional taxation."

Msgr. O'Dwyer revealed that 
the Sisters are prepared to en­ 
large the new hospital as the 
needs of the area increase. 

Present Plans
"Our present plans call for 

beginning construction on a 
new. 125-bed hospital in Febru­

ary of next year, and complet­ 
ing it in a year or less," he 
staled. "Our next step will be 
to enlarge to 250 beds, and 
subsequent to that We shall be 
prepared to provide additional 
beds as the need, of the area 
demands. Our }0-acre site is 
of adequaate size to build as 
large' an institution as may be 
needed." ' ,

He pointed out that the Cali­ 
fornia' Department of Public 
Health requires certain . con 
struction standards, and that 
the new hospital will meet 
these requirements and-even 
exceed them, so it will be of 
service to the area for 75 to 
100 years.

Dr. Ewens-said that ad 
vances in modern medicine 
which have occurred during 
the last-19 years'have made 
the bed-need for thousands of 
population leu than it was 
when- .original estimates were 
made for the South Bay'area.

'The Hamilton report wis 
made 10. years ago," he   ex­ 
plained. "At that time, ma­ 
ternity cases remained in the 
hospita) for seven days now 
new mothers are discharged in 
two or-three day*. There has 
been a similar decrease in 
length of stay for other types 
of cases. Therefore we cannot 
consider the 800-bed .estimate 
of the Hamilton report to be 
accurate today.. It is my belief, 
baaed on more than 30 years 
of hospital experience, that 
about 365 beds will be ade­ 
quate to handle all hospitaliza- 
tibn, considering the present 
population or the area and the 
ratet of growth.

If 365 beds is not enough 

four or five years from now, 
the Sisters are prepared to 
provide additional beds.

"It seems to me that this 
voluntary method of .meeting 
our hospital needs without ad­ 
ditional taxation, and expand 
ing with-growth of the area, is 
the truly American way to 
meet our problem."
